To 
the  many  residents  of  Rindge  who  were  affected  directly  or  indirectiy  by  these  events  our 
condolences  go  to  you  and  your  families.  Perhaps  the  only  bright  aspect  of  the  years-tragic 
events  would  be  the  people  who  mobilized  to  help  the  victims.  Rindge  was  no  exception  as 
several  individuals  and  organizations  assisted  in  the  disaster  relief  effort.  Small  towns  like 
Rindge  are  the  heart  and  soul  of  this  nation.  Terrorist  may  strike  again  at  our  way  of  life  but 
small  towns  just  like  Rindge  will  continue  to  persevere  just  as  we  did  after  September  IT. 

The  Board 

The  Board  began  the  year  by  saying  goodbye  to  long  time  member  H.  Benson 
Walen.  Although,  we  know  that  Ben  will  continue  to  serve  on  various  committees,  the 
Board  wishes  to  thank  him  for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  community.  The  Board 
then  welcomed  our  former  Police  Chief  David  Collum  in  March.  Despite  the  controversy  of 
the  past,  David  came  to  the  Board  with  a  willingness  to  serve  and  a  commitment  to  the 
Town. 

Official  Forums 

The  members  of  the  board  sponsored  the  first  of  three  'Elected  Officials  Forums'. 
These  forums  were  intended  to  increase  the  communications  between  other  elected  Boards 
in  Town.  For  several  years  we  have  seen  the  relationships  between  various  elected  boards 
deteriorate.  These  forums  were  intended  to  increase  communication  and  rebuild 
relationships  between  the  various  Boards.  Building  a  strong  Community  necessitates  the 
need  to  build  strong  relationships  between  Elected  Officials.   If  we  as  community  leaders 
have  difficulty  communicating,  then  the  only  ones  to  suffer  will  be  the  citizens  of  Rindge. 
Rindge  has  grown  far  beyond  what  many  could  imagine  twenty  years  ago  and  its  still 
growing.  The  people  of  Rindge  have  different  needs  and  desires  —  to  be  receptive  to  those 
needs  and  effect  change  we  must  communicate  better.   Some  topics  that  were  discussed 
during  those  meetings  were:  Hiring  a  Professional  Town  Planner,  creating  a  Building 
Inspector  position,  The  future  of  a  Community/Recreation  Center,  Affordable  Housing  in 
Rindge,  The  Master  Plan,  Municipal  Buildings  Plan  and  on  going  Capital  Projects.    Most 
officials  agreed  that  this  was  just  a  process  of  the  bigger  picture  -  Rindge  2020  Challenges  of 
Growth  Series. 

Rindge  2020  Challenges  of  Growth 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  enthusiastically  supports  this  series.  We  have  attended 
many  of  the  meetings  as  board  members,  but  most  of  all  as  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rindge. 
Unlike  the  Community  Profile  this  series  is  a  three-year  process  intended  to  clarify  the  issues 
that  most  concern  the  citizens  of  Rindge.  To  identify7,  what  you  as  citizens  want  this 
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community  to  look  like  in  twenty  years.  We  applaud  the  Planning  Board  for  their  efforts  in 
spear  heading  this  series  and  thank  the  2020  Committee  members  for  their  volunteer  efforts. 
Most  of  all  we  would  like  to  thank  Franklin  Pierce  College  and  The  New  Hampshire  Center 
for  Civic  Life  for  making  this  all  happen  for  the  Town.  They  have  donated  their  time  and 
money  to  this  process  and  are  a  valuable  asset  to  this  community.   If  you  are  not  familiar 
with  the  program  get  involved  -  this  is  one  sure  way  you  can  effect  change  in  your 
community. 

Ongoing  Projects 

At  last  year's  Town  Meeting  the  Board  came  to  you  with  several  Warrant  Articles  for 
Municipal  Projects.  The  first  was  to  appropriate  funds  to  repair  the  North  Sills  of  the 
Meeting  House  and  repair  replace  and  paint  the  siding.  We  are  happy  to  announce  that  this 
joint  project  (with  The  First  Congregational  Church)  has  been  completed.  The  finished 
building  is  a  testament  to  the  increased  communication  that  was  necessary  to  complete  this 
project.  Town  Officials  worked  closely  together  with  members  of  the  Church  to  ensure  a 
finished  product  that  the  Town  and  Church  can  be  proud  of.  The  board  would  like  to  thank 
The  First  Congregational  Church  for  its  generous  financial  support  of  this  project.  Worthy 
of  noting  is  that  the  Town  was  awarded  additional  funding  threw  LCHIP  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  additional  $30,000.00  grant  was  awarded  to  the  town  for  the  historic 
preservation  of  this  building.  That  money  was  applied  to  the  project  to  help  offset  the 
overall  cost  and  thereby  the  impact  to  the  taxpayers  of  Rindge.  The  second  project  that  was 
approved  at  last  years  Town  Meeting  was  a  Fire  Suppression  System  for  the  Meeting  House. 
This  project  is  ongoing  at  the  time  of  this  report  and  going  smoothly.   Once  again  Town 
Officials  have  work  closely  with  Church  Officials  to  ensure  that  the  project  will  be 
completed  to  both  parties  requirements. 

Three  years  ago  we  began  the  process  of  developing  the  plans  for  a  new  Highway 
Department  Facility.  After  two  years  of  failure  at  town  meeting  to  move  the  project  forward 
the  Board  decided  to  create  a  citizens  panel  to  evaluate  all  the  possible  sites  where  the  facility 
could  go.  That  committee  has  put  nearly  2000  volunteer  hours  into  studying  potential  sites 
to  include  the  existing  site.   In  late  December  that  Committee  made  a  presentation  to  the 
Board  of  their  findings.  After  thousands  of  hours  of  research,  interviews,  site  visits  and 
public  hearings  they  made  their  recommendation  to  the  Board.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank 
those  members  of  the  committee  for  their  incredible  effort  on  this  project.  This  project  will 
be  presented  at  Town  Meeting  this  year. 

The  Fourth  major  project  that  the  Board  looked  at  this  year  was  a  joint  effort 
between  the  Town  and  Southwest  Community  Services.  The  project  is  to  explore  the  need 
for  affordable  housing  for  our  elderly  community.  As  the  Town  and  the  School  District 
grow  so  to  does  our  tax  bill.  Despite  the  efforts  of  all  of  your  town  officials  to  lessen  the 
burden  of  taxes  on  the  public  many  elderly  residents  cannot  afford  to  keep  their  homes.  The 
board  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to  move  toward  a  plan  that  could  provide  affordable  housing 
to  our  residents.  The  elderly  of  this  community*  are  a  valuable  resource  and  we,  as 
community  should  do  as  much  as  possible  to  see  that  they  can  afford  to  continue  to  live 
here.  The  project  calls  for  a  joint  venture  between  the  Town  and  Southwest  Community 
Sendees  and  would  have  little  or  no  impact  on  your  tax  bill.  For  the  time  being  this  project 
is  on  hold  pending  water  testing  on  Town  owned  property  and  the  completion  of  the 
Municipal  Buildings  Study. 
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The  Municipal  Building  Study  will  be  completed  by  early  March  of  2002.  The  study 
will  attempt  to  define  the  building  needs  and  space  requirements  for  the  next  twenty  years. 
When  complete  it  will  be  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for  approval  and  incorporated 
into  the  Towns  Master  Plan.  Members  of  the  BOS  and  Planning  Board  will  work  closely 
with  a  consulting  firm  to  establish  this  plan.  When  complete  it  should  give  voters  a  clear 
indication  of  what  the  future  Building  needs  is  as  well  as  give  our  elected  official's  guidance 
in  long  range  Capital  Budgeting. 

Personnel  Changes 

We  had  two  major  departures  for  the  Town  of  Rindge  this  year.  Bruce  Bern',  Road 
Agent  announced  his  resignation  this  year.  And  late  in  December  the  Board  received  the 
resignation  of  Chris  Christopoulos  Jr.,  Fire  Chief /Building  Department.  Both  individuals 
will  be  sorely  missed  be  the  Town.   On  the  positive  side  the  Town  hired  Peter  Goewey  as 
the  new  Road  Agent.  Peter  comes  to  us  with  over  twenty  years  of  experience  in  Public 
Works  with  the  city  of  Claremont.   He  is  a  welcome  addition  to  the  Town  of  Rindge  - 
Welcome  aboard  Peter.  The  sudden  resignation  of  our  Fire  Chief  has  left  a  void  in  our  Fire 
Department  and  our  building  Department.  In  his  resignation  letter  Chris  cited  the  added 
duties  of  the  Building  Department  as  one  of  his  reasons  for  leaving  the  Town.  The  rapid 
growth  in  our  community  and  the  increase  in  duties  for  his  position  and  others  has 
prompted  the  Board  to  begin  a  process  of  reevaluating  all  Town  positions  to  include  job 
description,  pay  and  benefits.  This  process  will  take  about  a  year  and  we  should  have 
recommendations  for  Town  Meeting  2003.

There  are  many  things  that  have  happened  over  the  course  of  the  last  year  to  place  in 
one  report.  More  often  the  Citizens  only  hear  about  the  controversial  or  questionable  issues. 
This  board  has  made  great  efforts  to  open  the  lines  of  communication  in  Rindge.  We,  as  a 
Board,  can  only  encourage  you  stay  involved  —  because  these  are  exciting  times  for  our 
community.   By  staying  involved  you  will  know  the  great  efforts  your  elected  officials  make 
on  your  behalf.   In  closing  please  remember  these  words  that  are  the  foundation  of  our 
nation  -  "Government  for  the  people  by  the  people"  -  you  can  and  do  make  a  difference!

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Report  of  the  Town  Administrator 

2001  was  a  very  busy  year!  In  my  report  last  year,  I  outlined  a  number  of  long-term  and 
short-term  goals.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  many  of  the  goals  have  been  attained,  while 
others  are  still  in  process.  The  following  is  a  recap: 

Short  Term  Goals 

1 .  Reorganization  of  the  Front  Office  Staff.  Two  major  initiatives  took  place  this  year. 
Carlotta  Lilback  was  hired  to  fill  the  Bookkeeper  position,  when  Julie  Burgess 
became  the  Executive  Secretary.  Carlotta  has  worked  out  very  well.  She  has  been 
cross-trained  to  handle  the  front  office  when  Julie  is  not  available.  The  Selectmen's 
Office  has  also  expanded  the  hours  open  to  the  public,  from  16  to  27  hours  per  week. 

2.  Repair  of  Meeting  House.  The  exterior  repair  of  this  fine  structure  is  now  complete, 
with  new  sills,  siding,  and  trim  paint.  The  project  went  very  smoothly,  thanks  to  the 
cooperation  of  both  Town  employees  and  Church  representatives.  It  is  worth  noting 
that  the  Town  received  a  $30,000  grant  from  the  State,  which  covered  approximately 
30%  of  the  project.  Rindge  has  the  honor  of  being  one  of  the  very  first  recipients  of 
the  newly  created  Land  and  Community  Heritage  Investment  Program  Grant. 

3.  Wage  and  Classification  Plan.  A  plan  was  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee.  Both  groups  initially  approved  the  plan, 
however,  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee  later  decided  that  a  more  detailed  report 
should  be  prepared  by  a  professional  firm. 

4.  Prepare  a  Recommendation  for  a  new  Town  Garage.  A  citizen's  committee  was 
formed  to  review  the  various  options  for  a  new  site  for  the  town  garage.  The 
committee  worked  very  diligently.  A  report  will  be  presented  at  Town  Meeting, 
recommending  that  the  existing  site  be  expanded  and  a  new  salt  shed  and  garage  be 
built  on  that  site. 

Long  Term  Issues 

1 .  Senior  Housing.  Although  a  final  solution  has  not  yet  been  determined,  a  proposal  is 
being  developed  for  the  land  abutting  the  Town  Office.  The  following  items  are  in  the 
process  of  being  addressed: 

a.  Necessary  zoning  changes  are  being  presented  for  adoption  at  Town  Meeting. 

b.  A  Municipal  Facilities  Master  Plan  is  being  developed  by  a  professional  planning 
firm,  to  ensure  that  the  project  is  consistent  with  the  Town's  long  range  needs. 

c.  Additional  land,  adjacent  to  the  proposed  site,  may  be  purchased  if  approved  at 
Town  Meeting. 

d.  An  assessment  of  the  availability  of  water  for  the  site  needs  to  be  conducted. 

2.  Police  and  Fire  Department  Needs.  The  Police  and  Fire  Departments  may  require 
larger,  more  modern  facilities  in  the  future.  A  consulting  firm  has  been  hired  to 
prepare  a  Municipal  Facilities  Master  Plan,  which  will  be  available  at  Town  Meeting. 

3.  Economic  Development.  The  Town  has  been  aggressive  in  helping  our  local 
industrial  community.  Thanks  to  the  assistance  of  Monadnock  Business  Ventures,  the 
Town  was  able  to  obtain  a  $340,000  economic  development  grant  for  Famm  Steel.

1 .  Continue  work  on  the  Senior  Housing  Project 

2.  Address  the  Town's  needs  for  Police  and  Fire  Department  facilities

4.  Address  the  Town's  need  for  recreational  facilities

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Report  of  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee 

The  Budget  year  of  2001  began  with  a  new  Town  Administrator,  Highway  Agent  and  a 
new  Selectman,  also  some  new  faces  on  the  Budget  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Budget  Advisory  Committee  reviewed  approximately  40  Budgets  with  over 
600  individual  line  items,  the  town  revenue  expectations,  the  Capital  Expenditure  Plan, 
and  the  town  surplus  fund.  This  work  was  done  by  face-to-face  meetings  with  every 
department  head,  the  Town  Administrator,  and  the  Selectmen,  more  than  a  few  times. 
More  than  400  hours  have  been  spent,  making  sure  that  the  Department  heads  and  we 
were  in  agreement  on  all  items.  Everyone  won't  get  what  they  had  planned  for  next  year, 
but  nobody  -  including  the  towns  people  will  get  short  changed.  When  you  come  to  a 
Selectmen's  meeting,  and  see  people  making  a  case  for  a  particular  item,  normally  it  is 
because  that  item  has  been  looked  at  by  our  committee  and  either  the  case  was  not  made 
for  its  inclusion  in  the  budget  or  the  timing  for  the  request  isn't  right. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  process  the  budget  books  are  just  numbers  on  a  page  to 
everyone  and  it  takes  a  few  meetings  to  start  feeling  a  little  closer  to  some  understanding 
of  each  individual  budget  and  their  line  items.  Pretty  soon  there  is  a  feeling  that  you 
know  what  is  going  on  and  then  the  work  begins.  It's  hard  to  listen  to  department  heads 
appealing  for  equipment,  personnel,  vehicles,  money  for  various  projects  and  salary 
increases  for  the  employees.  Even  though  we  do  not  have  decision  making  powers,  we 
are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  giving  our  best  advice  to  the  Selectmen.  We  feel 
that  we  have  done  that  job  well  this  year.  Research  was  also  the  hallmark  of  this 
committee  in  2001. 

During  the  budget  creation  process  a  number  of  concerns  surfaced. 

A.  Town  Employee  costs  continue  to  rise  each  year  with  annual  salary  and  health 
benefit  cost  increases.  The  BAC  recommends  that  beginning  next  budget  year 
Town  employees  bear  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  their  benefits  or  by  assuming  a 
deductible  portion  of  their  medical  cost. 

B.  Again  this  year  as  in  years  past  the  questions  of  Surplus  Funds  from  all 
sources  (revenue,  budget,  capital  reserve,  and  warrant  articles)  came  up  for 
discussion.  There  always  seemed  to  be  much  confusion  regarding  surplus 
amounts  (those  numbers  ranged  from  $750,000  -  $1,200,000)  and  what  the 
use  of  these  funds  should  be  to  fund  projects,  reduce  taxes  or  leave  the  funds 
alone.  The  BAC  recommended  reducing  taxes  and  funding  certain  projects 
using  the  surplus  funds  available  to  the  town.  This  was  not  done  irresponsibly 
but  made  allowances  for  a  "safety  net"  surplus,  as  recommended  by  the 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  This  data  needs  to  be  as  current  as 
possible  and  much  more  transparent  if  we  are  to  be  able  to  create  meaningful, 
realistic  budgets. 

C.  After  an  attempt  at  establishing  a  Wage  &  Salary  Plan  in  house,  the  BAC 
recommends  that  $12,000  be  set  aside  in  the  budget  to  hire  an  outside 
consultant  to  do  an  in  depth  Wage  and  Salary  Survey  of  similar  size  towns. 
This  will  enable  the  town  to  establish  a  complete  program  with  complete  job 
descriptions,  establish  pay  grades  for  those  jobs  and  the  related  policies.  This 
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study  will  include  all  town  positions  including  Department  Heads  and  the 
Town  Administrators  position.  Once  adopted  the  plan  will  provide  more 
predictable  labor  costs  for  budgets  and  provide  more  equitable  policies  for  our 
town  employees. 
D.  During  the  long  and  tedious  budget  formation  process  it  became  obvious  that 
problems  exist  processing  the  Towns  financial  data.  This  financial  data  is 
critical  to  the  operation  Town  of  Rindge.  Timely  reporting  of  financial  data 
essential  to  Department  Heads  and  BAC  in  formulating  budgets  and 
measuring  current  departmental  budget  performance.  It  was  typical  to  see 
cost  reports  for  departments  that  were  3-4  months  late  and  revenue  reports  4-5 
months  late.  This  shortcoming  is  either  due  to  inadequate  computer  software 
or  Hardware  (both  excuses  frequently  given)  or  lack  of  adequate  employee 
training  or  skills.  Whatever  the  causes,  the  BAC  strongly  recommends  a 
positive  corrective  action  be  formulated  quickly  to  get  a  solid  handle  on  the 
business  of  operating  the  town  at  higher  efficiencies  (i.e.  Monthly  reports  on 
time;  Monthly  Cash  Flow  Reports;  Dept.  labor  cost;  etc). 

Finally,  a  quarterly  Selectmen  and  BAC  review  of  budget  performance  could 
help  solve  problems  or  trends  that  could  be  detrimental  to  overall 
performance.  BAC  also  recommends  the  taxpayers  vote  to  support  and 
approve  the  Municipal  Budget  Act  (RSA  32)  as  presented  in  a  warrant  article.

Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


MISSION  STATEMENT 

To  provide  guidance  and  encouragement  for  the  development  and  maintenance  of  a 
dynamic,  functional  and  desirable  community  with  quality  neighborhoods,  convenient 
local  services,  employment  opportunities  and  successful  and  responsible  commercial 
enterprises,  while  striving  to  balance  the  continuing  growth  of  the  community  with  the 
existing  character  of  our  New  Hampshire  heritage. 

Annual  Report 

As  the  Town  of  Rindge  continues  to  grow,  residentially  and  commercially,  the  Planning 
Board  faces  a  very  difficult  and  challenging  responsibility.  Balancing  growth  and  while 
maintaining  the  desired  "rural  character",  so  often  heard  among  the  residents,  is  by  no 
means  an  easy  task.  However,  thanks  to  the  dedicated  service  of  those  who  choose  to 
run  for  office,  it  is  something  that  is  considered  at  each  meeting. 

The  Board  met  approximately  28  times  in  2001,  conducting  formal  hearings,  work 
meetings,  site  visits,  zoning  hearings.  During  those  meetings,  nine  site  plans,  twelve 
minor  subdivisions,  one  major  subdivision,  seven  technical  subdivision  and  one  land 
merger  were  approved.  Several  informal  meetings  were  conducted  giving  guidance  and 
advice  to  potential  applicants. 

Commercial  growth  continues  however  not  quite  as  intensely  as  the  residential  housing. 
This  year  the  Board  approved  a  car  wash  to  be  located  on  Route  202.  Further 
development  is  planned  for  that  area  as  we  enter  2002.  FPC  went  forward  with  their  plan 
for  the  Marlin  Fitzwater  Mass  Communications  Center,  a  new  recreation  field  and 
increased  parking  areas  on  Campus.  FAMM  Steel  constructed  a  large  addition  and 
enclosed  the  open  crane  bays.  The  Board  also  re-approved  two  businesses  on  Route  202 
that  had  exceeded  the  one-year  limit  for  Site  Plan  Approval.  Site  Plan  approval  expires 
after  one  year  unless  a  building  permit  has  been  issued. 

With  the  increase  land  value  and  scarcity  of  building  lot,  the  Board  reviewed,  as 
expected,  several  applications  for  subdivisions.  Thirty  new  building  lots  were  created  by 
the  subdivisions  including  a  new  Planned  Unit  Residential  Development  containing  13 
house  lots.  A  "PURD"  is  also  known  as  a  cluster  development  where  the  developer  is 
allowed  to  reduce  the  size  of  lots,  however  the  overall  development  cannot  be  greater  that 
what  would  be  allowed  in  a  conventional  subdivision.  This  promotes  fewer  disturbances 
to  the  environment,  provides  for  open  space  for  recreational  purposes  of  the  residents  of 
the  neighborhood  and  is  consistent  with  the  goals  of  the  Master  Plan. 

The  year  2001  brought  about  15  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  the  adoption  of  a 
Wireless  Telecommunications  Facility  Ordinance.     After  many  meetings  with  local 
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residents  including  amateur  radio  operators  the  ordinance  was  drafted  so  as  to  not  violate 
their  right  to  continue  to  practice  their  hobbies,  which  can,  and  often  do,  provide  valuable 
services,  especially  during  times  of  inclement  weather  when  other  communication 
facilities  have  been  compromised.  Rindge  now  allows  temporary  camping,  using  trailers 
or  motor  homes,  by  the  owners  of  property  for  up  to  60  days.  Another  change  will  now 
allow  business  and  service  trades  to  operate  in  the  Commercial  District.  Most  of  the 
changes  were  attempts  to  clarify  or  better  organize  the  documents. 

The  analysis  of  growth  is  now  being  examined  by  a  group  of  interested  residents  who 
have  volunteered  to  become  part  of  the  2020  challenge.  What  do  we  want  Rindge  to  look 
like  in  the  year  2020?  The  Monadnock  Institute  at  Franklin  Pierce  College  received  a 
grant  from  the  Monadnock  Community  Foundation  to  help  determine  how  to  accomplish 
the  balancing  of  competing  interest  of  economic  development  and  a  rural  New  England 
character.  The  group  met  many  times  inviting  the  residents  into  the  discussions,  luring 
them  with  free  food,  to  determine  the  main  issues.  To  date  is  appears  that  the  most 
pressing  desire  is  to  protect  the  natural  environment.  This  is  a  two-year  project,  which 
will  greatly  assist  the  Board  in  the  updating  of  the  Master  Plan.  Currently,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board  and  the  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission  are  in  the  process  of  updating  the  "Water  Resource  Management  and 
Protection  Plan".  Clean  and  available  water  being  such  an  important  issue,  this  section 
was  chosen  to  kick  off  the  major  review  and  amendments  to  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Board  weighed  the  decision  of  hiring  a  full  time  professional  planner,  but  due  to 
budget  restraints  has  instead  opted  to  include  a  sum  in  the  operating  budget  to  hire  a 
professional  consultant  on  a  need  basis.  The  Selectmen,  with  cooperation  of  the  Planning 
Board,  will  be  utilizing  a  planning  consulting  firm  in  the  year  2002  for  a  Municipal 
Building  Study.  As  town  owned  land  is  limited,  and  there  are  competing  interest  for 
property  in  centrally  located  areas,  it  is  clearly  necessary  to  look  long  into  the  future  for 
the  Town's  municipal  needs  before  developing  any  properties. 

We  look  forward  to  working  together  in  the  year  2002

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  or  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  is  a  board  of  citizens  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  give  property  owners  a  chance  to  get  some  relief  from  zoning 
regulations.  The  Zoning  Ordinance  has  some  built  in  relief  through  Special  Exceptions. 
If  the  request  if  for  a  Variance,  the  property  owner  is  asking  the  town  to  put  aside  the 
zoning  ordinance  to  let  them  do  what  they  want  on  their  property.  A  Variance  is  very 
difficult  to  obtain  and  must  have  some  unusual  circumstances  including  a  hardship 
relating  to  the  property  itself. 

The  State  has  enacted  RSA  671 :41 .  Anyone  building  on  a  Class  VI  road  or  a  private  road 
must  come  before  the  Board  of  Adjustment  to  get  a  building  permit.  They  must  also  sign 
a  waiver  not  holding  the  Town  responsible  for  road  maintenance  or  fire  protection. 

This  past  year,  the  Board  met  9  times  and  also  made  one  site  visit.  They  grant  one 
Variance  to  move  a  lot  line  and  denied  two  other  Variances.  Seven  Special  Exceptions 
were  granted  to  allow  residents  to  build  additions  to  already  existing  buildings,  denied 
one  Special  Exception,  and  granted  one  Special  Exception  to  the  Wetland  Conservation 
District  Ordinance  so  Famm  Steel,  Inc.  could  extend  their  building  near  wetlands.  The 
Rindge  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  allowed  3  business  location  maps  through  out  town. 

Building  permits  were  issued  for  16  buildings  or  building  improvements  on  Class  VI  or 
private  roads.  Finally  Appeals  to  Administrative  Decisions  were  given  to  3  requests  to 
allow  them  to  improve  properties  by  moving  lot  lines. 

Red  White  remains  our  chairman  and  Kathy  Isakson  our  Vice  Chairman.  Charles  Mathis 
joined  the  ranks  as  an  alternate. 

Meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Applications  are  available  at  the 
Town  Offices  and  are  due  back  by  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 

The  Rindge  Conservation  Commission  strives  to  monitor  and  protect  the  natural 
resources  of  Rindge.  Its  members  review  dredge  &  fill  applications  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Rindge  Board  of  Adjustment,  Planning  Board,  Selectmen,  and 
the  N.H.  Department  of  Environmental  Services. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  loss  this  year  of  Alice  Stearns,  a  long  time  member,  who 
brought  continuity  and  an  historical  perspective  to  the  Commission  with  her  nearly  35 
years  of  generous  service  and  lifelong  caring  for  the  environment. 

Activity  Highlights: 

•  Wetland  permit  application  reviews 

•  Environmental  violation  investigations  &  reports 

•  Pursuit  of  conservation  land  acquisition  &  related  funding  efforts 

•  Conservation  land  &  easement  holdings  management 

•  Natural  Resource  Inventory  development 

•  Promotion  of  environmental  education 

We  were  gratified  by  the  Rindge  20/20  Report  indicating  such  strong  support  for  local 
environmental  concerns  and  hope  this  year  brings  greater  public  participation  to  the 
Commission  itself.  Christopher  Carreira  stepped  down,  due  to  personal  time  constraints, 
as  his  three-year  term  concludes  this  year,  leaving  two  vacancies.  There  are  additional 
openings  as  alternates  as  well,  so  please  step  up  and  become  a  part  of  shaping  the  future 
of  our  natural  heritage. 

Ben  Nero  served  as  our  secretary  for  a  few  meetings  before  he  changed  jobs  and  could  no 
longer  serve.  We  finished  the  year  with  Sharon  O'Keefe,  Planning  Assistant,  filling  that 
role,  which  has  resulted  in  the  added  benefit  of  improved  communications  with  the 
Planning  Board. 

A  Water  Resource  Task  Force,  comprised  of  two  CC  members,  two  Planning  Board 
members,  and  two  at  large,  public  members  has  been  working  to  update  the  Water 
Resource  Section  of  the  Master  Plan  and  will  finalize  its  efforts  with  professional 
assistance  from  Southwest  Regional  Planning  Commission  by  this  coming  summer.  An 
updated  map,  to  be  used  as  a  planning  tool  has  already  been  generated  by  this  group. 
Public  hearings  to  view  the  map  and  review  this  work  will  be  announced  later 
this  spring. 

We  have  worked  on  prioritizing  parcels  worthy  of  protection  for  the  future  and  may 
secure  modest  easements  or  acquisitions  with  the  Conservation  Fund  which  grows  with 
the  Change  of  Land  Use  Tax  as  land  is  removed  from  Current  Use  Protection.  However, 
recent  growth  trends  are  alarming  and  threaten  some  of  the  natural  values  that  surround 
us  that  we  often  take  for  granted.  Prudence  may  require  rather  larger  investments  in  land 
protection  than  we  can  afford  from  normal  annual  funding.  So  we  have  proposed  this 
year,  to  raise  an  additional  $5,000  for  the  CIP  Fund  in  the  Land  &  Easement  Acquisition

account  to  be  added  to  a  like  amount  which  initiated  the  fund  last  year.  For  this  money  to 
be  spent,  a  specific  proposal  would  have  to  be  brought  to  a  future  Town  Meeting  for 
approval  and  would  likely  also  include  either  a  bond  proposal  or  a  larger  supplemental 
appropriation.  A  growing  CIP  account  would  serve  to  reduce  the  overall  impact  at  such  a 
future  time.  The  CC  meets  on  the  4th  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  7  PM  at  the  Town 
Office  Building.  Interested  public  is  invited  and  encouraged  to  attend  and  become 
involved  with  our  efforts.

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Report  of  the  Public  Works  Department 

The  construction  of  new  homes  each  year,  in  Rindge,  impacts  town  roads.  Each  year,  industry 
increases,  and  traffic  impacts  town  roads.  Each  year,  sprawl  increases,  and  impacts  town  roads. 
Each  year,  the  attitude  of  some  drivers,  inconvenienced  by  road  construction,  or  maintenance 
projects,  impact  town  employees. 

We  strive  to  give  the  citizens  of  Rindge  quality  roads.  The  Department  of  Public  Works 
maintains  over  sixty  miles  of  town  roads. 

Work  Projects  2001 

Installed  350'  of  6-inch  under  drain  on  Main  Street  from  Dirusso  to  the  driveway  entrance  of  the 
Public  Works  Facility.  190'  of  under  drain  was  installed  on  Main  Street  from  the  Farm  Stand 
along  Tim  Holiday's  property.  After  replacing  the  culverts  and  under  drain  the  road  was  rebuilt 
from  Route  1 19  to  the  Center  of  Town.  In  some  areas  the  grade  was  brought  up  to  take  out  the 
dips  and  sags  in  the  road. 

The  Southern  end  of  Main  Street  from  Route  202  to  just  beyond  Wellington  Road  had  all 
culverts  replaced  and  a  catch  basin  installed  near  Bruce  Halls  residents.  The  road  was  ground  up 
and  repaved  with  hot  mix.  The  crew  used  3,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  to  build  up  Main  Street  to 
hold  the  weight  of  heavy  trucks  that  are  now  using  our  roads. 

200'  of  15"  pipe  and  a  catch  basin  was  installed  on  Goddard  Road  just  down  from  the 
intersection  of  Main  Street.  We  started  to  widen  the  road  where  it  starts  to  turn  to  gravel  and 
added  gravel  to  the  road  base. 

On  Lord  Brook  Road  a  catch  basin  was  installed  just  up  the  road  from  David  Collum's  driveway. 

On  the  dirt  section  of  Rand  Road  a  culvert  was  replaced  with  a  36"  low  arch  culvert  and  the  road 
was  widen. 

On  Lord  Hill  Road  the  crew  started  to  widen  the  road  and  to  lower  the  step  grade  in  preparation 
to  install  fabric  and  gravel  in  2002. 

320  cubic  yards  of  3"  stone  and  250  cubic  yards  of  1  Vi"  stone  was  used  during  the  mud  season 
of  Spring  2001. 

In  preparation  of  the  new  E-91 1  system,  installation  of  signposts  was  started. 

For  the  fifth  summer  in  a  row,  town  dump  trucks  moved  several  thousand  yards  of  materials. 

A  catch  basin  was  replaced  with  a  prefab  concrete  basin  on  Mountain  Road  by  the  college. 
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The  Maintenance  Technician  worked  on  many  projects  this  year.  At  the  Meeting  House  he 
worked  to  pour  a  concrete  floor,  insulate  the  walls,  and  hang  blue-  board.  After  finishing  the 
walls,  three  2,000-gallon  tanks  were  installed  for  water  storage. 

The  Technician  also  installed  the  playground  equipment  at  the  West  Rindge  Park.  He  was 
instrumental  in  the  addition  at  the  Library,  assisting  with  the  painting  and  installing  the  shelving 
for  the  books. 


Transfer  Station  and  Swap  Shop 

Volunteers  staff  the  Swap  Shop.  Sue  Gravel  and  Sharon  LeBlanc  spent  many  long  hours 
straightening  and  sorting  clothes  through  part  of  the  year.  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  all  their 
efforts  and  many  hours.  Others  have  volunteered  time  also,  and  there  is  always  the  fear  of 
excluding  credits.  Without  volunteers  the  swap  shop  doors  would  close.  Please  use  it,  but  keep 
the  area  as  clean  as  possible. 

Usage  of  the  Transfer  Station  has  increased.  Tonnage  will  exceed  900  tons  this  year.  This  is  up 

1 00  ton  over  last  year. 

The  cement  pad  was  replaced  under  the  compactor  with  rebar  and  5000  LB  mix  to  give  it  some 

strength. 

The  crew  installed  cement  block  for  the  compost  pile  and  installed  a  loading  dock  so  that  the 

transfer  station  attendants  can  load  recyclable  for  the  market. 

The  Crew  and  I  wish  to  thank  other  departments  and  boards  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance 
during  the  past  year.  I  especially  wish  to  thank  our  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Administrator 
for  all  their  guidance  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

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Highway  Garage  and  Transfer  Station  Site  Study  Committee 

Summary  of  Report  and  Recommendations 

In  March  2001  the  Rindge  Board  of  Selectmen  formed  a  committee  to  study  and  make 
recommendations  for  building  and  land  space  needs  for  the  Highway  Garage  and  Transfer 
Station  over  the  next  twenty- five  years.  Between  March  2001  and  January  2002,  the  committee 
held  1 1  meetings,  several  subcommittee  meetings  and  one  public  hearing.  In  all,  over  250  hours 
were  invested  in  committee  work  and  the  following  tasks  were  completed. 

1 .  Visit  existing  facilities.  Identify  major  problems  and  future  needs. 

2.  Identify  and  evaluate  various  properties  as  potential  locations. 

3.  Survey  residents  regarding  location.  Follow  up  with  a  Public  Hearing. 

4.  Consult  Office  of  State  Planning  regarding  location  of  Municipal  Facilities. 

5.  Conduct  further  investigation  and  develop  conceptual  plan  with  the  help  of  consulting 
engineers. 

6.  Meet  with  members  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  to  discuss  the  possible  purchase  of 
land. 

7.  Present  a  final  report  to  Selectmen.  (Complete  report  is  available  through  the  Town  Office.) 

Major  Problems/Future  Needs 

Highway  Garage:  The  garage  is  not  large  enough  to  store  all  equipment  under  cover,  more  bays 
are  needed.  The  building  is  not  insulated  and  the  heating  system  is  inadequate.  Water  volume  is 
limited  and  there  is  no  wash  bay  to  collect  salt  run-off  when  washing  trucks.  There  is  no  diesel 
exhaust  system  or  vehicle  service  area.  A  separate  clean  employee  area  is  needed.  The  salt  shed 
is  in  need  of  major  repair/replacement  and  it  does  not  adequately  cover  the  sand  and  salt  and  run- 
off is  not  collected  or  contained.  Summer  storage  for  plows  and  sanders  should  be  provided. 

Transfer  station:  With  inadequate  space  for  separate  storage  of  recycled  materials,  they  are 
mixed  together  yielding  lower  revenues.  Additional  outdoor  space  is  needed  to  store  separate 
trailer  loads.  The  fencing  is  incomplete.  Both  buildings  lack  proper  restrooms  and  require 
facilities  for  clean-up  in  the  event  of  a  spill.  This  represents  a  significant  health  and  safety 
hazard. 

Land/Location 

The  facilities  currently  co-exist  on  5.4  acres.  The  configuration  of  the  site  (constricted  in  the 
middle  -  peanut  shaped)  and  existing  layout  also  contribute  to  inefficient  use.    A  list  of  30 
potentially  available  properties,  including  town-owned  land,  was  generated.  A  sub-committee 
investigated  each  parcel.  Size,  topography,  cost,  location,  access,  and  ease  of  development  were 
among  the  parameters  used  in  consideration.  The  list  was  narrowed  down  to  4  properties  and  the 
committee  discussed  at  great  length  the  choice  of  relocating  one  or  both  facilities.  Respondents 
to  the  survey  were  (2: 1 )  in  favor  of  keeping  both  facilities  at  the  current  site.  The  Office  of  State 
Planning  recommended  keeping  the  facilities  in  the  center  of  town.  Investigation  of  costs  to 
relocate  or  to  develop  other  sites  also  encouraged  use  of  the  current  site.  The  committee  sought 
professional  help  to  assess  the  feasibility  of  using  the  existing  site,  if  additional  land  could  be 
obtained.  Costs  for  this,  as  well  as  utilizing  the  other  sites  were  estimated.  Conceptual  plans 
were  generated  for  a  new  garage  that  would  be  used  in  conjunction  with  existing  facilities. 
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The  Recommendation 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  Town  remains  at  the  current  site  and  expand  the  facilities 
there,  if  the  Town  can  purchase  additional  land  (2.3  acres)  from  the  Church.    This 
recommendation  was  based  on  the  following  facts:  most  economical  approach,  clearly  favored 
by  residents,  substantiated  as  feasible  by  consulting  engineers,  and  supported  as  preferable  from 
a  planning  perspective.  This  summary  has  been  prepared  to  provide  a  capsule  of  the  information 
gathered.  Please  see  our  complete  report  for  details.

Rindge  Police  Department 
Mission  Commitment 

Our  primary  mission  is  to  enforce  the  laws  of  society,  maintain  order 
within  the  community,  protect  life  and  property  as  well  as  assist  the 
public  at  large  in  a  professional  manner  consistent  with  the  rights  and 
dignity  of  all  persons  as  provided  for  by  law  under  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Through 
partnerships  with  businesses,  residents,  educational  institutions  and 
civic  groups,  we  are  commitment  to  maintaining  a  safe  and  healthy 
way  of  life. 


For  many,  closing  the  book  on  2001  will  bring  resolve  to  a  troubled  year  and  enable  us  to 
move  forward  to  a  brighter  future.  I  hope  that  we  never  forget  the  sacrifice  that  took 
place  during  the  horrific  events  on  September  1 1th.  The  director  of  UNH  Justice  Works 
Department  in  a  recent  quote  stated,  "What  happened  that  day  will  resonate  across  the 
entire  country  both  in  a  physical  and  cultural  sense  that  will  separate  the  people  of  the 
world." 

It  is  true  that  September  1 1th  will  mask  most  of  the  memories  of  the  year  2001.  Although 
that  day  has  changed  many  of  us  and  the  job  of  Law  Enforcement,  its  wake  has 
demonstrated  that  we  will  prevail  as  people,  as  a  country  and  as  a  community.  Whether 
here  in  Rindge  or  throughout  this  land,  the  good  will  prevail  over  the  bad.  Our  task, 
simply  put,  is  to  protect  and  serve  each  and  everyone  who  lives,  works,  schools  or  visits 
in  the  Town  of  Rindge. 

The  Rindge  Police  Department  has  gone  through  its  own  transformation  during  the  past 
year.  Many  changes  took  place  during  2001.  We  said  goodbye  and  thanks  for  the  years 
of  service  of  Officer  Ian  Donovan  and  Records  Secretary  Doris  Wagner.  Due  to 
vacancies  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  loss  of  these  two  employees,  we  have 
brought  on  board  Sergeant  Michael  Sebor,  Officer  Francis  Hazelrigg,  Officer  Daniel 
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Anair.  part-time  Officer  Robert  Fetzner.  full-time  Records  Manager  Evelyn  Wilkie  and 
part-time  assistant  Kelli   C>pret.  All   of  them   are  a  welcomed   addition  to  our 

department.  I  applaud  all  of  the  police  department's  staff  for  a  job  well  done  and 
professionalism  they  maintained  throughout  the  year.  Currently  our  team  consists  of  7 
full-time  officers  (including  the  Chief).  2  part-time  employees.  1  full-time  secretary  and  1 
animal  control  officer  constable.  We  also  participate  in  the  highly  successful  and  cost- 
effective  Regional  Prosecutor  program. 

Our  success  is  not  one  sided.  We  could  not  have  been  as  successful  and  resourceful  if  it 
were  not  for  the  help  of  others  in  town.  Together  we  accomplished  most  of  our  goals  for 
the  past  year  while  never  losing  focus  of  our  mission.  I  thank  many  of  the  residents  who 
reported  suspicious  activity,  got  involved  and  helped  us  solve  criminal  cases.  We 
appreciate  the  generosity  of  Wal-Mart.  Famm  Steel.  Valley  Marina  and  Recreation. 
Fogg's.  Woodbound  Inn  and  Hannafords.  We  also  give  thanks  to  the  partnerships  with 
RAMS.  Post  308.  Franklin  Pierce  College  and  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

As  we  move  forward,  the  Town  should  constantly  look  at  the  needs  of  our  community 
and  determine  the  proper  deployment  levels  for  this  agency.  To  determine  the  latter,  we 
should  look  at  the  recent  demands  for  police  service,  what  the  "trends"  are  indicating  and 
what  was  accomplished  during  the  past  year.  Historical  information  is  essential  in 
predicting  the  future  needs  of  our  police  department.  With  the  help  of  the  newly  obtained 
software  upgrade  and  hardware  networking  that  was  approved  during  last  year's  Town 
Meeting,  we  are  able  to  do  a  better  job  keeping  track  of  what  our  police  department  does. 
This  information  will  not  only  help  drive  our  strategic  and  operational  plans,  but 
determine  the  resource  manaaement. 

We  have  provided  a  graphical  view  of  the  year  2001.  The  numbers  speak  for  themselves 
and  it  is  clear  that  the  demands  of  service  continue  to  increase.  Meeting  these  constraints 
is  a  constant  process.  It  is  hoped  that  the  town  recognizes  some  of  the  alarming  increases 
and  commit  additional  resources  and  funding  to  the  police  department  so  we  not  only 
maintain  a  basic  level  of  police  service,  but  also  become  a  proactive  "community 
policing"  entity. 


Snapshot  of  2001 

The  primary  statistical  number  that  demonstrates  the  demands  on  the  police  department  is 
"calls  for  service."  These  include  citizen  requests  for  police  response  and  self  generated 
activity  by  the  officers  on  patrol.  Not  included,  for  statistical  purposes,  is  a  business 
check.  The  latter  are  physical  security  checks  of  local  businesses.  The  5.970  business 
checks  are  recorded  separately  from  the  calls  for  service  graphs. 

The  first  graph  is  a  monthly  representation  for  calls  for  service  and  the  second  graph 
shows  the  trend  of  service  requests  for  the  past  several  years. 
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2001  Calls  for  Service 
Per  Month

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The  trend  of  calls  indicates  over  a  14%  increase  over  the  past  year.  In  order  to  meet 
these  demands,  we  continue  to  analyze  our  patrol  function  to  provide  the  best  "coverage" 
for  the  town.  The  patrol  function  is  the  primary  means  through  which  the  police 
function,  and  the  most  visible  operational  element  of  the  police  agency.  The  proper 
staffing  and  deployment  of  patrol  personnel  must  be  a  priority  in  order  for  the 
Department  to  deter  criminal  activity  and  provide  day-to-day  police  services  to  Rindge. 
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Type  of  Crimes/Incidents  Handled 


The  types  of  crimes  that  occur  in  the  Town  of  Rindge,  include  both  property  crime  and 
personal  crime.  Throughout  the  year  there  were  639  offenses  committed  in  the  Town  of 
Rindge.  This  is  a  12%  increase  from  2000.  One  alarming  statistic  is  the  increase  in 
documented  crimes.  Last  year  177  criminal  reports  were  filed,  however,  in  2001  we 
documented  289  UCR  reportable  crimes.  That  is  a  remarkable  59%  increase  within  one 
year.  We  documented  307  arrests  in  2001.  Does  that  mean  more  crime  is  being 
committed?  The  answer  is  not  easily  obtained.  While  it  is  true  that  crime  is  "down" 
nationally,  offenses  continued  to  be  committed.  Part  of  the  answer  can  be  attributed  to 
better  documentation.  In  order  to  meet  our  reporting  mandates,  we  are  committed  to 
ensure  proper  documentation  and  dissemination  of  police  information.  In  our  opinion  the 
rise  of  offenses  is  directly  related  to  population  growth,  college  residency  increases, 
increased  transient  activity  and  more  traffic  in  the  area.  A  breakdown  of  the  types  of 
offenses  occurring  is  depicted  below.

Motor  Vehicle  Related  Incidents 

Motor  vehicle  enforcement  alone  is  not  the  total  measure  of  a  police  department's  patrol 
operations  effectiveness.  It  is,  however,  a  vital  function  of  the  overall  mission  of  the 
department  and  in  a  community  as  fortunate  as  Rindge,  to  have  minimal  criminal  activity, 
it  should  constitute  a  significant  portion  of  each  day's  patrol  activities.  It  has  been 
documented  that  high  visibility  enforcement  of  the  motor  vehicle  laws  and  ordinances 
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reduce  accidents  and  deters  serious  criminal  activity.  2001  motor  vehicle  related 
incidents  included: 

▼  41-  DWI  Arrests 

r       88  -  Reportable  Traffic  Accidents

▼  709  -  Summonses  Issued 

We  will  continue  to  have  a  strict  traffic  enforcement  policy  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the 
motoring  public.  We  anticipate  the  replacement  of  two  of  our  aging  radar  systems  with 
the  assistance  of  State  funding.     We  recognize  speed  is  a  concern  of  many  of  our 
residents.  This  also  includes  OHRV  vehicles  off  and  on  trails  and  boating  crafts  on  our 
lakes.    The  police  department  is  committed  in  utilizing  our  4-wheeler  for  prevention  and 
enforcement  purposes  and  we  will  work  with  the  Lake  Association  to  address  the 
irresponsible  boaters  on  our  waterways. 

Prosecution 

A  key  measurement  of  any  police  agency  is  its  ability  to  successfully  prosecute  its'  cases 
and  bring  closure  to  an  investigation.  This  ensures  fair  and  equal  justice  to  offenders  and 
resolution  to  victims  of  crime.  With  the  acceptance  of  the  COPS  More  federal  grant  and 
the  approval  of  the  Towns  people,  Rindge  became  a  member  of  the  Regional  Prosecution 
Program  along  with  Jaffrey,  Peterborough  and  Dublin.  The  complexities  of  prosecuting 
increase  all  the  time.  Sharing  in  the  regional  prosecutor  program  frees  up  our  officers 
considerably  to  patrol  and  participate  in  community-based  policing.  This  has  been  a  cost- 
effective  and  professional  program.  It  has  taken  the  burden  of  prosecution  and  the 
peripheral  work  associated  with  court  away  from  one  of  our  patrol  officer.  This  officer 
can  now  concentrate  and  carryout  his  patrol  duties.  To  date  the  program  has  handled 
over  438  cases  for  Rindge  in  2001.  This  is  29%  of  the  entire  program  caseload.  In  effort 
to  demonstrate  the  programs  success  and  creditability  in  court,  I  took  a  "snapshot"  look  at 
the  court  dispositions  during  2001.  Out  of  a  sample  of  242  cases  brought  at  the  district 
level  5  were  found  not  guilty,  12  nol  processed,  31  dismissed  and  194  found  GUILTY! 
That  is  an  80%  conviction  rate. 

Unfortunately,  the  original  grant,  which  supports  75%  of  the  costs  for  this  program,  was 
thought  to  be  a  secured  three-year  grant.  The  latter  is  not  the  case  as  many  of  us  had 
thought.  This  was  a  one-year  grant  contingent  on  renewals  for  up  to  two  years.  The 
funding  for  the  COPS  More  2000  grants  were  seized  and  therefore  we  will  not  receive 
this  federal  funding  as  anticipated.  I  urge  the  Town  to  continue  to  support  this  effective 
and  cost  efficient  program.  Although  the  necessary  funding  will  come  before  the  town 
earlier  then  expected,  this  is  a  program  worth  funding  and  continuing.  I  am  committed  to 
its  benefits  and  will  seek  alternative  funding  for  future  years  to  ease  the  burden  of  its 
financial  requirements. 
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Goals  for  2002 

While  much  was  accomplished  in  2001, 1  see  this  coming  year  as  a  year  of  stabilization 
for  this  agency.  We  need  to  continue  to  move  forward  and  rejuvenate  our  commitment  to 
better  community  policing.  Our  community  programs  will  include: 

•  Partnering  with  the  RAMS  and  conducting  a  fund-raiser  event  for  the  whole 
community. 

•  Together  with  FAMM  Steel,  sponsoring  a  "kids  safety  day"  in  the  Spring 

•  Establishing  an  Intern  program  with  Franklin  Pierce  College  through  their 
Criminal  Justice  Program 

•  Implementing  a  Senior  Volunteer  Corp  program. 

Our  patrol  function  for  the  Town  of  Rindge  will  be  based  on  the  following  objectives: 

•  The  suppression  and  prevention  of  the  opportunity  for  crime  and  investigation 
of  actual  criminal  activity  so  as  to  prevent  increases  in  the  crime  rate  or  to  at 
least  prevent  the  crime  rate  from  increasing  commensurate  with  the  general 
and  seasonal  rate  of  growth  of  the  community. 

•  Increase  the  safety  of  the  motoring  public  by  reducing  accidents  through 
appropriate  traffic  enforcement  and  patrol  procedures. 

•  Maintain  high  levels  of  citizen  satisfaction  as  measured  by  a  letter  audit 
program  with  persons  receiving  service  from  the  department. 


• 


Continue  in-service  training  to  maintain  proficiency  and  to  increase  the 
effectiveness  and  safety  of  officers  in  the  work  environment. 


We  are  also  continuing  our  efforts  towards  accreditation  for  the  Rindge  Police 
Department.  Accreditation  defines  an  organization's  will  to  meet  certain  standards, 
which  brings  them  into  compliance  with  acceptable  and  measured  procedural  policy  on  a 
state  and/or  national  level.  Accreditation  is  not  a  task  easily  accomplished  with  short- 
range  views  and  simplistic  interpretations  of  standard  criteria.  It  requires  a  commitment 
made  at  all  governmental  levels,  including  the  rank  and  file  officers,  dedicating  their 
efforts  toward  actual  fruition. 

Accreditation  is  a  commitment  to  excellence.  The  process  requires  a  Department  to  meet 
rigorous  standards  in  many  areas.  Society  today  demands  that  police  agencies  be 
professional,  tenacious,  respectful,  courteous  and  answerable  to  their  needs.  By  virtue  of 
that  viewpoint,  the  Rindge  Department  and  each  individual  officer  should  be  trained  and 
well  versed  in  reasonable  and  acceptable  interpretations  of  their  authority,  which  they  can 
clearly  articulate.  We  cannot  do  it  alone  and  ask  that  the  Town  Government  join  us  in 
our  commitment,  one  that  will  benefit  the  whole  community. 
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I  ask  each  member  of  Rindge  to  become  involved  with  the  police  department.  Whether 
during  our  Open  House  or  at  the  Town  Meeting,  I  hope  to  have  an  opportunity  to  meet 
and  talk  with  those  residents  for  which  I  have  not  had  the  occasion.  Your  partnership 
with  the  police  department  will  guarantee  our  success  in  providing  quality  service  to  the 
town.  My  staff  and  I  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  coming  year.

The  events  of  September  1 1,  2001  will  be  forever  etched  in  our  memory  and 
those  lost,  in  our  hearts.  In  this  time  of  renewed  Patriotism,  the  emergency  sendees  must  come 
together  and  work  even  harder  towards  the  challenges  we  face  as  a  TEAM!  The  new-year  offers 
us  the  opportunity  to  make  changes  that  were  thought  of  as.  impossible.  While  the  Town  of 
Rindge  is  not  likely  to  have  an  act  of  terrorism ,  we  are  not  immune  to  the  threat  of  terrorism  and 
must  be  prepared.  Burying  our  heads  in  the  sand  -  leaves  us  exposed! 

The  Year  2002  will  bring  about  many  changes  in  the  fire  service.  Among  these  changes  will  be: 

■  New  training  requirements  for  terrorism . 

■  New  funding  opportunities  from  the  federal  government  with  a  renewed  commitment  to 
Homeland  Security. 

■  New  challenges  in  emergency  response  in  handling  emergencies  that  were  never  thought 
possible  in  small  town  America. 

During  the  Year  2001,  the  Rindge  Fire  Department  responded  to  575  calls  for  assistance.  A  s  in 
the  past  better  than  half  of  our  em  ergency  calls  continue  to  be  emergency  medical  service  related. 
The  Rindge  Fire  Department  maintains  an  active  role  and  presence  within  the  Franklin  Pierce 
College  environment.  This  proactive  role  allows  for  the  Rindge  Fire  Department,  as  mandated  by 
NH  State  Law,  to  randomly  monitor  all  buildings  on  campus  for  fire  safety  hazards  while 
accountina  for  onlv  15%  of  our  call  volume. 
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In  addition  responding  to  emergency  calls,  the  members  of  the  Rindge  Fire  Department  have 
participated  in  many  other  community-based  functions.  The  following  is  a  small  list:

Dear  Citizens  of  Rindge: 

The  Year  2001  proved  to  be  another  busy  year  for  the  Town  of  Rindge  Building  Department. 
During  the  year  my  office  performed  over  600  inspections  on  permitted  building  projects.  Customer 
service  will  continue  to  be  a  priority  of  the  building  department  for  the  new-year. 

With  continued  low  interest  rates  in  2001,  the  construction  industry  in  Rindge  continued  to  boom. 
The  Town  of  Rindge  Building  Department  issued  two  hundred  seventy  (270)  building  sub-trade 
(plumbing,  electrical  or  mechanical)  permits;  ninety-one  (91)  accessory  building  (garages,  sheds  or 
additions)  permits;  forty-six  (46)  new  residential  building  permits  and  two  (2)  commercial  building 
permits.  All  of  these  permits  generated  revenue  to  the  Town  of  Rindge  totaling  $40,782.22.

Ingalls  Memorial  Library  Report  of  the  Trustees 
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In  March  of  1999  the  town  voted  to  remove  $350,000  from  the  Library  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  make 
the  building  ADA  compliant.  After  working  with  our  building  committee  and  architect,  Peter 
Tennant,  we  discovered  we  needed  another  $108,781  from  this  fund.  This  was  voted  on  by  the  town 
at  our  March  2000  meeting  and  was  approved.  Since  then  the  renovations  have  been  completed.  Our 
building  now  complies  with  the  ADA.  An  open  house  and  dedication  was  held  in  early  December. 
We  have  an  elevator,  new  ramp,  new  handicap  accessible  bathroom  and  shelving  spaced  for 
wheelchair  access.  We  were  also  able  to  gain  a  small  amount  of  floor  space  in  both  the  children's 
and  adult  areas.  New  heating  and  alarm  systems  were  also  added  to  the  building.  Landscaping 
around  the  new  ramp  will  be  completed  in  the  spring.  This  project  was  completed  $13,955.05  under 
budget  because  of  the  hard  work  of  Trustee  Richard  Isakson,  Architect  Peter  Tennant  and  Kip 
Rancourt  of  Courtlan  Construction. 

Wal-Mart  gave  the  library  a  grant  to  increase  adult  services.  We  are  now  reviewing  a  survey  put  out 
by  the  Friends  Group  to  identify  the  most  requested  addition. 

A  number  of  years  ago  an  account  was  opened  which  would  allow  people  to  donate  stocks  or  bonds 
to  the  library.  This  is  still  available  for  those  interested. 

Kathy  Fedorka  coordinated  our  first  annual  fundraising  drive.  It  was  very  successful  and  we  were 
able  to  purchase  new  computer  hardware  with  some  donated  money.  In  addition  we  purchased  rugs 
and  paint  for  the  library  that  were  not  in  our  building  improvement  budget.  The  shelving  we  needed 
for  the  new  space  was  purchased  with  donations  from  groups  such  as  the  Woman's  Club  and 
individuals  such  as  Donald  Smith. 

It  has  been  a  busy  year  with  all  of  our  construction.  The  board  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  the  efforts  and  patience  of  Diane  Gardenour,  our  director.  It  has  not  been  easy  for  her  or  the  rest 
of  our  staff  to  continue  to  provide  services  to  our  patrons  in  the  middle  of  a  construction  site.  Our 
summer  reading  program  was  very  difficult  but  Jeanne  Olson  found  ways  to  continue  the  program 
including  a  successful  partnering  with  the  recreation  department.  The  trustees  have  discovered  we 
have  a  more  creative  and  flexible  staff  than  we  realized.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  cooperation  and 
patience  of  our  patrons  who  might  have  found  locating  a  book  they  wanted  a  bit  more  of  a  challenge 
during  construction.

Total  Unduplicated  Residents  Served:  98 

Prenatal  care,  hospice  services  and  regularly  scheduled  wellness  clinics  and  child  health  clinics  are  also 
available  to  residents.  Town  funding  partially  supports  these  services. 

FINANCIAL  REPORT 

The  actual  cost  of  all  services  provided  in  2000  with  all  funding  sources  is  projected  to  be  $122,001.00. 

These  services  have  been  supported  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  by  Medicare,  Medicaid,  other 
insurances,  grants  and  patient  fees.  Services  that  were  not  covered  by  other  funding  have  been  supported 
by  the  town.  In  2001,  town  support  totaled  $3,975.00  for  home  care  and  $1,445.00  for  the  meals-on-wheels 
program. 

For  2002,  we  request  a  total  appropriation  of  $4,475.00;  $3,975  for  the  membership  fee  to  cover  basic 
services  and  $500.00  to  be  available  should  home  care  services  beyond  those  covered  in  the  membership 
fee  be  required  for  low  income,  uninsured  residents.  We  are  also  requesting  $425.00  for  the  Meals-On- 
Wheels  program  for  Rindge  residents.  Thank  you  for  your  consideration. 
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Report  of  the  History  Committee 

The  Rindge  History  Committee  continues  to  handle  all  manner  of  historic 
research  and  inquiries  received  by  the  tow  office. 

Research  on  old  houses  continues.  Many  new  owners  of  antique  homes  have  bee 
in  touch  with  us  seeking  information.  It's  very  encouraging  to  know  that  new  members 
of  our  community  are  so  enthusiastic!  Anyone  who  believes  their  home  to  be  of  historic 
value  should  contact  us.  We  provide  site  evaluations  as  well  as  physical  and  historic 
research. 

We  continue  to  receive  hundreds  of  requests  for  genealogy  from  people  all  over 
the  country.  Thanks  to  computers  and  other  modem  technology,  we  are  able  to  help 
more  people  find  their  "roots'"  than  ever  before. 

An  on  going  project  with  the  aid  of  Town  Clerk.  Carol  Donovan,  has  been  to 
cataloa  and  organize  all  marriage  certificated  from  1854  through  1900. 

We  hope  to  offer  our  annual  Civil  War  program  for  the  fifth  graders  at  the  Rindge 
Memorial  School  again  this  vear.  Sergeant  Michael  Sebor  of  the  Rindge  Police 
Department  is  an  active  member  of  the  6th  N.H.  Civil  War  Volunteers.  He  has  suggested 
many  exciting  ideas  to  us.  including  an  encampment  and  re-enactment  in  Rindge 
Common.  This  is  something  the  Committee  plans  to  pursue. 

This  year  marks  the  250    anniversary  of  the  first  settlers  who  came  to  Rindge. 
The  committee  and  the  Rindge  Historical  Society  would  like  to  resurrect  a  play  about 
Rindge  history  presented  in  1968  during  the  bi-centennial  celebration.  We  are  currently 
in  the  process  of  notifying  civic  organizations,  local  schools,  etc.  asking  for  their  help  in 
this  endeavor.  It  is  our  wish  to  involve  all  citizens  and  not  just  local  historians.  Let's 
truly  make  this  a  town  event. 

We'd  also  like  to  thank  all  those  who  responded  last  year  to  our  plea  for  help  in 
researching  various  factions  of  Rindge  history.

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Report  of  the  Rindge  Rails/Trails  Organization 


The  Rindge  Rails/Trails  Organization  had  a  very  productive  second  year.  We  established 
a  good,  working  relationship  with  both  Franklin  Pierce  College  and  the  Rindge  Memorial 
School.  Both  helped  in  a  cleanup  day  in  October  of  the  six-mile  trail  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  Rindge  Highway  Department. 

Earlier  in  the  year,  with  the  invaluable  assistance  of  Randy  Hull,  we  received  a  tax- 
exempt  status  from  the  Federal  Government  as  a  not-for-profit  educational  and 
recreational  organization.  We  applied  for,  and  will  receive  a  grant  from  the  Hunt 
Foundation.  Also,  we  became  a  member  of  the  National  Rails  to  Trails  Organization. 

With  the  help  of  the  Rindge  Snowmoles,  we  have  kept  the  trail  open  and  clear  for  use. 
Rindge  Rails/Trails  spent  a  substantial  amount  in  November  to  have  all  six  miles  of  the 
trail  cut  back  and  cleared  off  branches  and  brush  by  Robblee  Tree  Service.  Two 
automobile  wrecks  were  hauled  away  in  December. 

Our  main  foundation  is  to  maintain  the  trail  and  along  with  the  Rindge  Snowmobile  club, 
to  keep  it  clear  and  attractive  for  use  by  joggers,  hikers,  skiers,  horse  riders, 
snowmobilers,  bicyclists  and  others. 

All  in  all,  it  has  been  a  constructive  year  for  our  young  organization.  We  are  hoping  that 
more  people  will  become  aware  of  the  organization  and  its  efforts  and  lend  their  support 
to  our  work  and  purpose.

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Rindge  2020:  Challenges  of  Growth 

In  2001,  the  Rindge  Board  of  Selectmen,  Conservation  Commission  and  Planning  Board 
began  working  with  Franklin  Pierce  College  on  a  project  called,  "Rindge  2020: 
Challenges  of  Growth".  The  goals  of  the  project  are  to  bring  people  in  Rindge  together 
to  discuss  their  ideas  and  concerns  about  growth,  economic  development  and  land  use  in 
town,  and  to  gather  information  about  the  pros  and  cons  of  different  kinds  of 
development.  At  the  end  of  the  project,  residents  will  choose  several  activities  to  put 
ideas  into  action  on  these  issues.  In  addition,  information  from  the  project  will  be  used  to 
update  the  town's  Master  Plan. 

After  putting  together  a  Steering  Committee  of  21  local  residents  and  workers,  project 
organizers  held  four  "issue  framing  sessions"  in  October.  During  these  evening  meetings, 
over  1 00  Rindge  residents  and  neighbors  came  together  to  express  their  concerns  about 
the  future  of  Rindge  regarding  to  the  issue  of  economic  growth  and  development.  While 
a  good  range  of  views  was  expressed,  several  people  felt  that  certain  segments  of  the 
town,  notably  the  large  Finnish  Apostolic  Lutheran  community,  was  underrepresented. 
Project  coordinators  intend  to  make  additional  efforts  to  reach  out  to  this  group.  In 
November,  an  "Issue  Framing"  workshop  occurred,  during  which  30  participants 
examined  the  list  of  concerns  from  the  evening  meetings  and  grouped  them  according  to 
similar  values  and  ideas  underlying  them.  The  Steering  Committee  is  now  using  these 
groupings  to  outline  the  possible  courses  of  action  or  approaches  for  the  future  of  Rindge. 
This  outline  will  form  the  basis  of  a  discussion  booklet,  which  will  include  opinions  and 
facts  about  the  advantages  and  disadvantage  of  each  possible  direction.  This  spring,  as 
the  Steering  Committee  works  on  this  booklet,  there  will  be  public  lectures  and 
informational  sessions  on  topics  related  to  land  use  in  Rindge,  including  the  impact  of 
different  kinds  of  development  on  property  taxes,  schools  and  groundwater  supplies,  the 
College's  future  development  plans,  and  existing  growth  controls.    A  list  of  these 
presentations  and  meetings  appears  below. 

Also  as  part  of  this  project,  the  Monadnock  Institute  of  Nature,  Place  and  Culture 
completed  a  survey  of  529  Rindge  residents'  ideas  about  growth,  development  and 
quality  of  life  in  town.  The  results  indicated,  among  other  things,  that  approximately 
90%  of  Rindge  residents  felt  that  environmental  protection  should  be  an  important 
community  goal  for  the  coming  decades,  and  nearly  half  chose  it  as  the  most  important  of 
all  four  goals  (more  than  double  the  percentage  recorded  for  the  next  most  popular 
choice).  Yet  other  goals  received  a  share  of  support,  as  well.  Business  and  commercial 
development  received  24%  of  the  votes  as  top  priority,  although  it  also  stirred  the  greatest 
level  of  opposition.

Exhibit  A  -  Combined  Balance  Sheet,  All  Fund  Types  and  Account  Groups 
Reports,  as  stated  in  the  title,  presents  a  snapshot  of  the  financial 
condition  of  all  funds  and  account  groups  at  year  end. 

Exhibit  B  -  Combined  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Changes  in  Fund 
Balance  -  presents  the  activity  for  the  year  for  all  governmental  funds  along 
with  all  Expendable  trust  funds. 

Exhibit  C  -  Combined  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenditures  and  Changes  in  Fund 
Balance  -  Budget  and  Actual  -  presents  the  activity  for  the  year  compared  to 
budget  for  the  General  fund  and  all  budgeted  Special  Revenue  funds. 

Exhibit  D  -  Combined  Statement  of  Revenues,  Expenses  and  Changes  in  Retained 
Earnings  -  presents  the  activity  for  the  year  for  all  Enterprise  funds  and 
Nonexpendable  trust  funds.   As  the  intention  is  that  these  funds  are  accounted 
for  "in  a  manner  similar  to  private  business  enterprises,"  the  format  of  the 
statement  may  be  more  familiar  to  those  readers  who  are  associated  with 
financial  reporting  in  the  business  world.

It  is  not  our  ir.~er.ricn  rhat  this  brief  document  serves  as  an  education  in  the 
basics  of  generally  accepr.ee  governmental  accounting  principles.   Numerous 
books  have  been,  and  continue  to  be,  written  on  that  subject.   This  is 
intended  to  give  the  reader  an  overview  of  the  financial  statements  and  an 
understanding  cf  the  basic  logic  used  in  the  presentation  of  the  statements. 
Hopefully,  this  document  will  educate  the  reader  en  how  to  read  and  have  a 
basic  understanding  cf  the  financial  statements.   Once  that  basic 
understanding  is  achieved,  then  the  reader  will  fine  that  many  questions  are 
answered  within  the  financial  statements. 


INTRODUCTION 


Your  Town's  financial  statements  are  divided  into  four  main  sections — the 
independent  auditor's  report,  the  basic  (combined)  financial  statements,  the 
notes  to  the  basic  financial  statements,  and  the  supplemental  schedules  which 
consist  of  combining  statements  and  any  other  detailed  schedules  that  provide 
additional  information  to  assist  you,  the  reader,  in  understanding  the 
financial  statements. 


INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT: 

The  independent  auditor's  report  is  the  auditor's  opinion  on  whether  the 
financial  statements  are  presented  fairly  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  as  applicable  to  governmental  entities.   The 
report  follows  the  standards  for  auditor's  reports  established  by  the  American 
Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants. 


BASIC  (COMBINED)  STATEMENTS: 

This  section  comprises  up  to  five  exhibits  (Exhibits  A  through  E)  and  presents 
combined  financial  statements  which  report  financial  data  by  generic  fund 
type,  not  by  individual  fund  type.   This  is  similar  to,  for  example,  General 
Motors  which  reports  its  operations  by  division  (fund  type),  yet  also,  within 
each  division,  for  example  the  Chevrolet  Division,  reports  on  the  operations 
of  each  particular  plant  (individual  fund)  for  that  division. 

NOTES  TO  THE  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS: 

The  notes  to  the  financial  statements  include  the  disclosures  and  other 
information  necessary  for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  statements. 
The  information  disclosed  is  often  not  readily  apparent  in  the  statements 
themselves.   The  notes  are  a  very  integral  part  of  the  statements  and  should 
be  read  in  conjunction  with  the  statements. 

COMBINING  AND  INDIVIDUAL  FUND  STATEMENTS: 

The  combining  statements  are  presented  after  the  notes  and  presents  combining 
statements  for  each  fund  type  that  has  more  than  one  type.   For  example,  the 
Special  Revenue  Funds,  presented  on  the  combined  statements,  are  also  reported 
on  combining  statements  that  report  the  individual  funds  in  detail.   The 
combining  statements  present  balance  sheets  and  revenue  and  expenditure  or 
expense  statements  in  detail  for  each  individual  fund.
